And about 4 in the Evening, Her Majeſty's Ship the 
Chatham, Anchored here,. with 18 Merchant Ships 
under her Convoy from the. Weſtward, and ſailed this 
Morning to the Eaſtward. 
And this day Mr. Methwin her Majeſty's Envoy, 
ſail'd hence in the Laſtaff; for Lisbon. | 
On the. gth alſo, at half an Hour paſt 7, the Pem-

And the 20th. in the Morning, 2 Deſerters belonging 
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to the Lord Doneg als Regiment, were taken ſome Miles 
from the ſhoar, and brought on Board us, from whence 
they were ſent into Cuſtodly of the Provoſt Marſhall. | 

Tueſday 21.Yeſterday his Grace went a ſhoar and try'd 
a Mortar, out of which ſeveral Bombs. were thrown 
by the Major of the Bombardeers. 

Laſt Night the Newfoundland Fleet, being 18 Sail, 
came to an Anchor in the Offig; and this Morning the 
fail'd with their Convoy to the Weſtward; alſo at half 
an Hour paſt'g laſt Night, we had a Signal to weigh, 
and by 10 were under Sail, and in the Morning being 
but little Wind, and the Tide of Flood being made, 
we Anchored in 18 Fathom Water, and the Start 
bearing S. W. by W. and Berry-head N. by E. 

Thurſday the 23d, about 2 in the Afternoon, the 
Pembroke returned to our Fleet again; but Her Maje- 
ſty's Ships the Norwich and York, with 7 Sail more un- 
der their Convoy, for the Weſt Indies, having left our 

Fleet; we now conſiſt of but 173 Sail. 

On Sunday the 26th, we took our Departure; and our 
Admiral made à Signal for the Weſt Iudia Fleet to keep- 
their Courſe, they being the ſame Ships that left us the. 
23d Inſtant, but tell into our Company, e'er we took our 

departure; alſo this Morning our Cruiſers faw two French: 
Privateers, to whom they gave chaſe, but they taking, 
to their Oars made their Eſcape. 

From 6 till 8 in the Evening, we lay By for the. 
Sternmoſt Ships to come up with us, (we- coming up 
E. S. E.) and June the 27th in the Morning, the Lime 
Frigat, took a Spaniſh Merchant Man, Laden with: 
Oyl, and Whalebone, from Greenland, ſhe had on 
board 70 hands, and 16 Guns; at Noon we found 
our ſelves, in the Latitude of 46 degrees, 50.

Signal, for all the Flagg, and Land Ge- 
neral Officers, to come on board him, in Con- 
ſultation ; at which, the Datch, were for our contin- 
uing in this Station, for Admiral Fairborne to join

Granadiers, were put on board 2 or 3 of our Frigats, to 
be ſer on ſhoar, near Rota, on a Diſcovery, &c. and 
we have on board ſeveral Printed Declarations, in 
Spaniſh, ſigned by my Lord Duke, in behalf of the Em- 
perour, which are to be diſperſed about the Countries. 
This Morning, our Cruiſers, brought into the Fleet, 


3 Fartans, wich they had taken; allo our Yatcht Re- 


turned from Liſbon, with Advice, that there were in 
that Harbour, 6 French Men of War, and 4 Gal- 
lies, who asked the Governor leave, to fink her Ma- . 
jeſty's Ships Adventure, and Laſftaff; but were An- 
ſwered, that as we were not their Enemies, they 
were obliged to Protect us, being under their Can- 
non. At the approach of our Fleet, they fired 2 Guns 
from each Fort, to give Notice to the Court; al- 
ſo this Morning, our Admiral made his Signal, to 
draw up in a Line of Battel. | 2 
After this, we ſteered away for Cadiz, by Noon this 
day we had Cadiz E. ; N. about 6 Leagues diſtant. 
Thurſday the 13th, Yeſterday abour 5 Afternoon, 
our Fleet Anchored in the Bay, of Balls, in 21 
Fathom Water, about 2 Leagues from Cadiz, Rata 
bearing N. by E. and Cadiz E. N. E. At the fame time 


we ſaw the Granadoos, Wind from the W. N. W.

here was in the Bay, at an Anchor, a Geroeſe Ship, 
whoſe Commander came on Board us; alſo my Lord

this Morning we ſent to Reconatre, obſerving their 
Fortifications, and depths along their Coaſt ; and the 
Detachment of Granadiers return'd again without any 
diſcovery ; for there being little Wind, the Ships could 
not get near the Shore: The Gariſon fired ſeveral Guns 
at the Yatch, &c. whom we ſent to Reconatre. 

Laſt Night three of the Triumph's Boat's-Crew were 
kill d, and three wounded, by a· Spaniſp Boat, whom they 
attempted to Board. This Morning our Admiral call d 
a General Council of War, The ſame Day His Grace's 
Pardon was ſent for Lieutenant Harris, who lay under 
Sentence of Death. Alſo that the two Deſerters, of 
the Earl of Donegal's Regiment, ſhould be no farther 
Proſecuted. And about three to Day a Boat was ſent

Friday the 14th, Theſe laſt 24 Hours we have had 
moderate Gales, at W. N. W. at five laſt Night our 
Fleet weighd and came fo an Anchor in ten Fathom 
Water; Rota bearing N. by E. and S?.Sebaſtiar 8.

That the Granadiers are to be ſuſtained by the- 
Guards, Bellaſis, Seymour, Churchil, and Forcy's Regi- 
ments, who are commanded by Sir Henry Bella, 
1 Lord Portmore, Baron Spar, and Brigadier Matthews. 
1 That the Maſters of the Tranſports give two full 
„ Days Proviſion of Bread, Cheeſe, and Beer for each

That a Chirurgeon, with Medicines, be taken with:

At our Arrival before Cadiz, when the Flag of 
Truce was ſent, His Grace writ a Letter to the Go- 
vernour, who return'd a Civil Anſwer, ſignifying, 
that he was much oblig'd to His Grace for his good 
Opinion of him, and his Services in Flanders, and 


| hoped he ſhould do nothing to forfeit the ſame, nor 


the King his Maſter's Pleaſure, &c. 

On Saturday the 15th of Auguſt the diſpoſition for 
Landing being agreed on, 1200 Granadiers were order'd - 
to Land firſt ; ſo about four in the Morning all the 
Boats of the Fleet were employed to take them in and 
the reſt of the Forces, which then Rendezvous'd to- 
gether in the Boats near the Shore, and were placed 


in order by His Grace, who was then in his Barge on 
B 2 the 


the Right, with the Exgliſb Flag; and Baron Sparr-i 
his on the Left, with the Emperor's : They led the 
Van, and Landed in the Bay of Bulls, between Rota 
and St. Catharine's Fort in Andalouſia, but with much 
difficulty, thro' the Winds blowing freſh, which caus'd 
ſo great a ſwell of the Sea, and Surte on the Shore, 
that about thirty Boats were over-ſet and loſt, and 
ſeveral Men drown'd, many. of the Infantry being 
oblig d to ſwim on Shore, and others to wade up to 
the Neck, Sc. Ard no ſooner were about cighty of 
our Granadiers ( Commanded by Collonel Pierce) 
Landed, but they were briskly charged, with Sword in 
hand, by a General Officer, at the head of a Troop 
of Spaniſh Horſe, who were ſo warmly entertain'd by 
our Men, that they ſoon retreated, leaving their Ge- 
neral, with five Troopers, dead on the place, with ſe- 
veral Horſes, beſides a Captain and a Cornet, which 
were wounded and taken Priſoners, with their Horles 
and on our fide, we had only one Man wounded, 
They had, near the Water-ſide, a Battery of four 
Guns, from which they fired with little ſucceſs ; fo at 
our approach they quitted their Poſt, dilmouating the 
Guns, and nailing them up; but from Fort St. Catharines 
they Cannonaded us all the time of our Landing, tho 
kill'd no more thanit wo of our Men, and wounded three 
others; and during which time, two of our Frigats 
kept firing at the Fort. | 
In the Evening we marchd towards Rota, and lay 
all Night on our Arms, (as did His Grace on the Ground) 
about. tuo Miles ſhort of the Town, and the next Day 
we continued our March towards ir, and were met 
„(near tlie place) uy the chief Officer, and ſome others 
who came to ſurrender it; 40 100 Granadiers were 
ſent to take poſſeſſion of the ſauie, and His Grace > 
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1 ( 13) 
his Quarters in the Caſthe ; and the Army encemp'd 
before the Town till Thurſday the 2oth, (at which 
time the Dragoons and Train-Horſes, with four Field- 
Pieces, two battering Picces, four Mortars, and Am- 
munition, Sc. being landed) i'th' Evening we de- 
campd and march'd towards Port Sr. Mary's, till a- 
bout eleven in the Night a Party of Spaniſh Horſe 
who lay in Ambuſcade, at a Paſs, fired briskly on 
our advanc'd Guard, but without doing us any da- 
mage, except killing Colonel Gore's Horſe under him. 
So our Granadiers advancing they quitted their Poſt, 
and we lay on our Arms, at the Paſs, tilt the Morn- 
ing, and then march'd forward, where we diſcovered 
feveral Squadrons of Horſe, computing them in all 
to be about 6co Men, who once drew up, and we ex- 
peed would have engag d us; but as we advanc'd, 
they till retreated, and at laſt march'd off into the 
Country, but we continued our March in very good 


order to Port St. Mary's, where we look'd for kn Op- 


poſition, but found the major part of the Inhabitants 
had left the place; but about 200 Soldiers betools 


themſelves to a ſtrong Houſe, and ſtood to their Arms. 


till we drew up, deligning to ſet fire to it, and burn 
them all, or give no Quarter; which they perceiv- 
ing furrender'd, and became Priſoners at Diſcretion ;- 
and ſome others who endeavour'd to eſcape over the 
River in Boats, were ſhot in landing. Yet before we 
left Rota, His Grace ſent a Letter to the Governor of 
this Place, whole Anſwer was rude, it being unſeal d, 
and no Name ſubſcribed, but in theſe Words, That 
We Spaniards neither change our Religion or King, 
Likewite His Graces Declaration as to his coming, 
28 alſo that of the Prince of Heſſe had been ſent to- 
Cadiz, and alſo diſtributed eljewhere,. - 


Lhe: 
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The 224 we. ſent a Detachment, commanded by Col. 
Pierce, to St. Catharixe's Fort, which refuſed to ſurren- 
der, and fired at us, tho' only wounded one Man ; on 
which they had word ſent them, That if they would 


not quit the Place (on Terms) not only the Governor 


ſhould be hang'd, but all his Men muſt expe& no 


Quarter! To which he anſwer d, That if he muſt be 


hang'd, twas all one to him, whether by the D. of O. 
or the Governor of Cadiz, whom he was under, and fo 


deſired leave to ſend thither, to know his pleaſure, 
which was refuſed him: ſo finding 'twas impoſſible to 


withſtand our Force, he, with 4o more, ſurrender'd, 
and were made Priſoners of War. | 

At our firſt coming hirher that Night, only four 
Regiments encamp'd without the Town. The next 


Day they march'd into Quarters, kept ſtrong Out- 


Guards, and Patroling; but the Enemy increaſing, 
and oft drawing up between us and Xeres, our Army 
march'd out of Town the 25th, and encamp'd at 
St. Vittoria, where his Grace took his Quarters in a 


"Cloyſter, and the 26th he had his Declaration read 


by the Provoſt Martial, through the Town, and at 
the head of every Regiment, that no Man ſhould 
plunder upon pain of Death. The Provoſt having 
with him a Detachment both of Foot and Dragoons, 
to ſee this Order put in execution ; we having had 
private intelligence that they had in Cadiz a Gariſon 
of regular Forces, between 5 and 6000 Men of Horſe 


and Foot; on the 28th 'twas agreed to ſend Baron 


Sparr with a Detachment of 2400 Men over the Wa- 
ter, on the Main, againſt the Matagorda; and the 
next Day his Grace went to view the ſaid Forces, and 
how encampd, which was about half a Mile from 
the Fort.

The 24 of Sept. another Detachment of 800 Men: 
was ſent to Baron Sparr, and the ſame Day His Grace 
went to view the Matagorda, againſt which our Engi- 
neers having rais d a Battery of 4 Pieces, began to fire 
on the Fort, from which alſo with the Galleys and 
Shipping, they kept continual firing, with above a 
hundred Cannon, .on our Trenches, which were two 
Foot deep in Mud and Water; likewiſe the Ground was 
ſo low, and on a Morals, that our Battery ſunk by 
our firing, on which the Engineers Sign'd, that they 
could do no good there ; and during our (tay there, 
we had but 32 Men kill d, and 33 wounded. 

The 5th a Party of Spaniſh Horſe attack da (mall 
Party of our Dragoons, who ſo behaved themſelves, 
that they put the Enemy to flight, having wounded 
and taken an Officer and two Men, with their Horſes ; 
and on our ſide we had a Cornet wounded, and a 
Lieutenant taken, whom they afterwards cut to pieces, 
alſo one of our private Men was kill'd. 

The fame Day our Artillery was ſhipp'd off thence- 
to put on board the Fleet; ſo the 6th Baron Sparr, 
with his Detachment, return'd to St. Victoria, having 
firſt ſet fire to the Magazin at Port- Royal: There were 
between the Puntal and Matagorda, three Galleons ſunk, 
to hinder our Paſſage into their Harbour, in which were: 
ſeveral Galleons, with three French Men of War, and 
cight Gallies, and four Spaniſh Men of War: During 
our ſtay at Port Sz. Marys, we were oft allarm'd by 
our Enemy, from whom we took many Priſoners, ſome 
of which we exchang'd tor fome-they had taken 
from us, and the reſt at length we diſcharged ; but 
for Deſerters we loſt ſeveral, though we had but three 


come to us, two being 7rifh, and the other a Neapoli- 


tan: Their Army daily increaſed, and had 1coo re- 
| ' guar: 
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join d them from Ceuta, and tlie Acayde 
ſent his Embaſſador to us, from Taxgier, on matters 
of Importance; and at our departure from Port St. 
Maries, we ſet fire to a Ship which lay in the Har- 
bour, and alſo to all the ſmall Veſſels there. At this 
place Mr. Fackenhoofe, His Grace's Gentleman of the 
Horſe died. | | ; 

Saturday the 12th of September we ſtruck our Tents, 
and lay at our Arms all Night; and in the Evening 
the Enemy drew up, as if they would attack us ; yet 
only threw ſeveral ſhot at us, two of which woun 
one the Lord Shannon's Lieutenant Colonel, and the 
other Captain Daveniſb. 


Sunday the 13th, early in the Morning, our Army 


began their March from Victoria towards Rota, our 


Enemy firing many ſmall Shot amongſt us, but to no 
effect; and tho they had about 1200 Horſe, beſides 
Foot, they durſt not fall on us, yet kept us Company 
all the way, oft ſeeming as if they would, but the diſ- 
poſition made by His Grace was ſo good, that it ſtruck 
a Terror into them. About ten a Clock as we march'd, 
a Signal was given, by which St. Catharine's Fort was 
blown up, and entirely demoliſhed. In it were 30 
Guns, but the Braſs ones we had taken away, and 
ſpik'd up the others, &c. and about Four poſt Merid. 
after a reſolute march, His Grace with the Army arri- 
ved at Rota, without the loſs of a Man, though ma- 
ny tir'd, and fainted by the way, which were carried 
off in Boats which attended us. Marching along the 


Strand at Rota we found Colonel Newton, whom His 


Grace had left with 300 Men to ſecure that place for 


our Retreat. He had very well baracadoed the Ave- WE 
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nues, yet was often allarm d by the Enemy. * 
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- The 3 ind — Was ſpent in Shipping off our 
Forces. e. 


The r6th, Orders were given over Niht, That the 
Boats from the Fleet ſhould Rendezvous at Roza by 
Break of Day, which was the time of Flood, to take 
on Board the remainder of the Army, and that the 
youngeſt Regiment ſhould march firſt, and that the 

Rear- Guard, ſhould be compoſed of the Engliſh Gre- 
nadiers, Commanded by Colonel Fox, Lieutenant. 
Colonel Pierce, and Major Negus: That the Company 
of Grenadiers of the Guards, that were poſted at the 
Windmill, ſhould cloſe the Rear, and as they march- 
ed, make good the Barriers, and ſet fire to all the 
combuſtible. Stuff they ſhould find, on purpoſe to co- 
ver their Retreat, which was done accordingly ; and 
towards Noon, the Army being near Embark'd, Or- 
ders were ſent to Colonel Fox, to form the Rear- 
Guard and march, which was ſoon done; but after 
halting a little while in the Street for Colonel Pierce, 
Who was poſted juſt without the Town; they then 
continued their march, till they came to the Market- 
place, where they were forc'd to ſtay about an Hour, 
till the reſt of the Troops were aboard, to make room 
for the Rear-Guard to make forward, 


During this Halt, Colonel Fox had notice ſent him, 
that the Spantards were forcing through the Barrier 
at St. Lucar's Port ; which Colonel Rook (whoſe de- 
fire it was to ſtay with the Rear Guard) perceiving, he 
immediately got leave of Baron Spary to head a Party 
of the Dutch that happened not to be march'd,and to be 
neareſt the Port. So ſoon as they had fired, the 
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Enemy gave way, and juſt as Colonel Rook, had got | 


to the Port, lie met Cologel Peirce with another De 


tachment from the Market. place to fiiftain hint; 
who ordered his Men to clime to the top of the Port, 


to clear the Street on the other fide, which they did 


effectually, and made good the Barrier again, whilſt 
the Dutch march'd down to the Water: ſide to Em- 
bark, and the reſt to joyn Colonel Fox in the Rear. 


In this Diſpute there were only five Soldiers kill'd, 
and as many wounded (with the Splinters of the Cra. 


nadoes) on our fide, and about {tx or ſeven Spantard: 


lay dead on the other fide of the Port, but what more 
of them were kill'd, or wounded, which got into Hou- 
fes, we can't tell, for we have only fince an account, 

That an Officer of No'e (and much lamented amon oft 
them) were kill'd ; this was all that. happened-in the 
Retreat, and by the good Conduct of Colonel Fox, 

who had the whole Management of the Dif poſi 
tion made by his Grace. Several Conti of 
Horſe appear d, but to no effect; but there were a Re- 
g1ment or two of French Foot, with ſome Spaniſh Mi- 
litia, which fired briskly at us all the time of our Re- 


treat, and after we were in Boats : And after on 


Board, we ſent a Flag of Truce on ſhoar, with all the 
Priſoners which -we had took, but they refuſed to 
receive them, ſaying, They might keep to the Engliſh, 
41 not being good Subjeft, to "then — of Spain. 


On the 19th we ſent them to St. Mary's Port, and 
they return'd what they had took from us.

"i Flota, and ſeveral French Men of War, was at Vigo in 
Galicia, on which he made the Signal for Flags, be. 
ing reſolv d to ſteer thither and Attack them, ſo next 
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Day he call'd another Council of War of Flag O. 
cers, the Dutch not bearing down the Day before. 


Oa the 7th, The Dunwich: Frigat came into our 
Fleet from England, with Letters, &c. 


On the 9th, Our Admiral made a Signal for all 
Cruizers to come in. 


The roth, Laſt Night our Admiral ſent in the Ken: 
to bring intelligence; as he had done the Dunmich be. 
fore, which came off this Morning with advice, That 
there was in Rodendella Harbour the Spaniſh Flota, 
with a Fleet of French Men of War, &c. on which we 
ſteered thither. Alſo this Morning one of Sir Cloudſiy 
ShovelPs Squadron came into our Fleet, and acquaint- 
ed us, That Sir Cloudſly was off of Cape Finiſter; on 
which he was ſent back for him to come and joyn us; 
one of our Ships Beats which went in, took a Spaniſh 
Boat with ſeveral Men, amongft whom was a Prieſt. 


October the 11th, In the Afternoon we came to an 
Anchor againſt Vigo, which fired ſeveral Shot at us, 
but with no effect? Alſo a Council of War was cal: 
led on Board the Admiral, for all Flag and General 
Land- Officers, where 'twas agreed, to ſend in 25 Sail, 
but firſt to Land our Infantry, to facilitate the Ships 
paſſing the Boom, which was croſs their Harbour 
alſo on each {ide was a Battery to defend it, and their 
Ships were in a Line within the ſame at Rodendella: So 
next Day about 10 in the Morning, we Landed in a San- 
dy Bay about 2 Leag. from Figo, and march'd towards 
their Battery and Fort on the Starboard ſide going in- 
to Rodendella, which we Attack d, and met with a vi- 

gorous 


gorous Oppoſition, but our Men ſo boldly preſſing for- 
ward, made themſelves Maſters of the Battery and 
| Trenches, and the Enemy to retreat, altho' they had 
at leaſt 2coo0 in and near this place, yet durſt not en- 
gage us, becauſe they ſaw the Reſolution of our For- 
ces. We had no ſooner took the Platform, on which 
- Were 38 Cannon, but the detach'd Ships, which were 


drawn up in a Line of Battel, began to ſail, Admiral 


Hopſon, with undaunted Courage, leading the Van, 
and forc'd the Boom with his Ship; at the ſame time 
the Aſſociation, Captain Buchuam laid his Broadſide 
againſt the Battery on the other fide the Harbour (in 
which were 17 Guns) ſo that for a conſiderable time, 
the firing of great and ſmall Shot, on both ſides, was 
ſo terrible, that I want wordsto relate it ; beſides the 
diſmal aſpect of many Ships on Fire, which our Ene- 
my put in Flames and then left them. Some they 
Sunk, and others we Took ; and our Grenadiers 
drawing up againſt a Fort they had of 12 Guns, and 
ſaluting them with their Granadoes, they ſurrender'd, 
and became Priſoners of War, and in it were above 200 
French and Spaniards, and amongſt them ſeveral Men 
of Note, as the Vice- Admiral of the French Fleet, with 
ſeveral Captains of their Ships, and the Lieutenant- 
General of the Spaniſh Flota, but all the private Men 
were diſmiſs'd in few Days. Admiral Hopſon's Ship 
was clapt on Board by a French Fireſhip, and had been 
burnt, had not the latter fortunately Blown up, yet 
the former received much damage by it, and loſt in 
the Action, being kid and drown'd, upwards of 
100 Men, the other Ships loſs being inconſider able, 
and our loſs on ſhoar was two Officers killd, and four 
wounded, and about 40 private Men kill'd, and ag 
many wounded; our Enemies loſs was not inferiour

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to ours; and . theirs, the Governour of the 
Fort was kilbd.
